RAILROADS PLAN CUT IN FARES 
| ON SIDE LINES. 


Santa Fe Also Announces New 
Fast Train to Chicago—All is for 
Accommodation of .Exposition 
Visitors—Another Train to San 
_Diego—Other Improvements. 


Preliminary to the opening of the 
two great 1915 expositions, representa- 
tives of the California terminal lines 
met here yesterday to confer on local 
fares for next year. Simultaneously 
the Santa Fe announced that, effec- 
tive February 1, it will put another 
fast train in between here and 
Chicago and will also establish 
through passenger service to Houston 
and Galveston over the recently- 
completed Belen-Lubbock cut-off. 

No decision was reached on the sub- 
ject of the proposed cut in local fares 
for next year, though it was tntimated 
that the railroads will make such rates 
as will encourage travel to points off 
the “beaten trail.” The following were 
present at the conference: nger 
Traffic Manager Lomax of the West- 
ern Pacific, Passenger Traffic Manager 
Fee of the Southern cific, Assistant 
Passenger Traffic -Matwiager Byrne of 
the Santa Fe and General Passenger 
Agent Peck of the Salt Lake. Another 
conference will be held in the near 
future. 

The new Santa Fe service will in-. 
clude a train leaving here at 6:30 p.m, 
daily for the East. This train will be 
operated over the Belen-Lubbock cut- 
off to Clovis, N. M., where Aft%rill be 
divided, half the train procee to 
Chieago under a schedule that will 
land it there in seventy-two hours 
from here, while/‘the other half of the 
train, including through sleeping cars, 
will be run through to Houston and 
Galveston. The return is yet 
to be figured out. 

As a result of this new service Los 
Angeles will not only obtain additional 
Chicago service, but will be brought 
into close touch with the Panhandle 
country of Texas and much of West- 
ern Oklahoma. The Houston-Galves- 
ton service will be over a line that 
will bring these two Texas cities con- 
siderably closer to San Joaquin Valley 
points and San Francisco than they 
are now over the Southern Pacific. 

Assistant Passenger Traffic Manager 
Byrne also announced that new daily 
service will also be offered to San 
Diego and that $150,000 worth of new 
steel equipment hag been ordered for 
the Saint and the Angel.

BILL TOHASTEN _

. Supervisor Norton has drafted « 
bill which he will ask the Legislature 
to pass which provides that ballots: 
on election day shall be counted at the 
end of every two-hour period so that

In order to make this plan effective 
the bill provides that instead of six 
election officefs there shall be eight 
except in voting precincts where less 
than seventy-five votes were cast at 
the last preceding election.

The Kegoayah Kozga. 

The distance from Seattle to Nome, 
Alaska, via the Pacific Ocean and 
Bering Sea is 2372 miles. Going by 
the way of the inner passage, Dawson 
and St. Michael, it ls 3274. Yet in 
this faraway, unattractive, northern 
town, where navigation is only open 
from June to November, we find an 
active woman's club. 

The true club spirit has always been 
manifested by the Nome women. 
early as 1899 they organized an 
Club. In 1900 the women living on 
Belmont Point—a narrow strip of land 
separated from Nome by the Snuake 
River—decided to form a study club, 
with history as a basis. Books were 
scarce in those days, but the women 
were determined, and by borrowing of 
each other and of the school, utilized 
most fully the information obtainable. 
Today, but few ef these early mem- 
bers live in Nome, and the Point ts 
almost deserted, but the club is kept 
alive by the meeting in Frisco on Fri- 
day afternoons of those members who 
have located in that vicinity. 

In 1902 the Kegoayah Kozga was 
organized with an active membership 
of twenty-six. Kegoayah, in the lan- 
guage of the Eskimo means Aurora? 
Kozga meaning club, thus typifying 
the dawn of woman's work in Alaska. 

We are told that in the Far North 
the Eskimo has his “kozga’’ to which 
he admits only the man or boy who 
has furnished something toward the 
support of the household. So, in order 
to join the “kozga,” little tots will fish 
for hours in the ice holes, hoping to 

and thus prove eligi- 
bility. 


Because of its name and location. 
the Kegoayah K has attracted 
much attention, and in 1903 was made 
& member of the General Federation 
of Woman's Clubs, sending on two oc- 

ons a representative to the bien- 


The purpose of the club is cultural, 
and the ‘club motto is “Neglect not 
the gift that is in thee.” The study

Nome, as we know, ts built on the 
tundra, and the only place for chil- 
dren to play—other than planked side- 
Walks and streets—is the public play- 
ground erected by the city near the 
United States customhouse.

Immediately after the storm of last 
year, which in one night, deprived sa 
many Nome residents of both home 
and business, an emergency relief sta- 
tion was opened. Without any thought 
of charity, but in the true Alaska spir- 
it, food, clothing and household neces- 
sities were furnished all who applied, 
the club motto being thus enforced in 
its largest sense. 

At present writing there ts only one 
charter member residing in Nome, Dut 
those who. have more recently joined 
the club are actively enth ie. 

The constitution provides that the 
Kegoayah Kozga be of perpetual dvra- 
tion, and with a continuance of the 
indomitable spirit so far displayed, 
there is no liability of any cessation 
of activity.
